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ABOUT FARMER RELIEF 
T here is much talk, now that congress 
is in se.ssion about relief to the farmer. 
W ha t relief the farm er is entitled to tha t 
other liusiness is not, is hard to point out 
and we will w’ager our last y ea r’s straw 
ha t tha t this congress with 
all 
of its 
iirains '*?” will accomplish as little real 
relief for the farm er as did the preceding 
congress. 
It has been said tha t farming is not a 
ljusiness but is simply a life; w’e d on’t be­ 
lieve any thing of tha t sort, on the con­ 
trary we believe it is just as much a busi­ 
ness as is publishing a new spaper or 
any other commercial pursuit. 
Sometimes 
it 
looks 
as though 
more 
real hard thought is required to make a 
farm pay than in many lines of commer­ 
cial life. 
There are successes and fail­ 
ures am ong farm ers as among other lines 
(if business. 
It is said tha t 75 per cent of 
all the commercial lines of business prove 
a failure in the end. 
Then why be sur- 
])rised at the non-success of so many far­ 
mers and why run to congress for relief 
for them ? 
Nobody thou ght of running to 
congress for relief w hen the two banks 
( ollapsed here last spring. 
Now if con­ 
gress can pass any kind of law tha t will 
make farm ing a ‘‘sure shot” and y et not 
harm other lines of activity, we are for 
it, but we d on’t believe it can be done. 
From time immemorial farms were self 
.-upporting and this was true up to the 
tim(‘ of the automobile and the ‘‘get rich 
(luick” idea took possession of the bal­ 
ance of the world as well as the farmers, 
(specially the small fry. 
Jn ye olden day s the farm er lived a b­ 
solutely on the products of his own farm, 
lie sold a few hogs, possibly a fat steer, 
a y oung horse, some turkey s or chickens, 
(‘ic., all grown on his own farm and fed 
from stuff he grew himself. 
He invested 
his few hund red dollars profit each y ear 
or perhaps bought more land so tha t 
when old age overtook him he was pre­ 
pared for it and probably left a snug com­ 
petency for his four or five children. 
In these day s a farm er wants to do 
things in a big way , 
1-f his fancy runs to 
lattle, lie stocks up very heavily and then 
plants corn and hay to the exclusion of 
every thing else, for he has to feed those 
c a tth’. 
Wet w ea ther in the spring and 
dry w eather in the sum m er and the mort­ 
gage on his cattle or perhaps on his farm 
ruins him. 
This method is the one idea 
or one crop plan and is just as widely 
siH’culative as any trading that is ever 
Gone on the boards of trade of the coun­ 
try.

SAVE OLD ROADS— BUILD NEW ONES 
There was recently held in Washing­ 
ton, D. ( ’., under the auspice.^ of The As­ 
phalt 
Association, 
a 
iiaving conference 
attended by 708 engineers, public offi­ 
cials, asphalt producers and paving con­ 
tractors. 
The interest in good road.s is 
growing. 
The central theme running through the 
sessions was tliat of salvaging old gravel 
and macadam roads and worn out streets, 
and the paving of the secondary roads 
of the nation, especially those highway s 
tha t act as feeders for the railroads. The 
paving of tributary highways, so as to re­ 
lieve the trunk lines of congestion and 
aftord the farm er a better means of m ar­ 
keting his produce, was strongly recom­ 
mended. 
L nited States Senator George II. Moses 
of New Hampshire, chairman of the sen­ 
ate committee on 
postoffices and 
post 
roads, revievv'cd road liuilding conditions 
in his own state and throughout the na­ 
tion, discussed the heavy cost of motor 
highway s, and called attention to the fact 
that there is already a large mileage of 
highway s now more or less absolute for 
motor traffic, 
but in 
which there are 
a bu nd a nt 
materials 
already 
compacted 
which he believed could be made of use 
as bases for modern pavements. 
By the use of modern road machinery , 
including the powerful tractor, and types 
of pavement which have been developed 
to salvage such roads as mentioned by 
Senator Moses, a g^reatly increased mile­ 
age of hard-surfaced highway s can be a d ­ 
ded to our national road system, and the 
past investment of taxpay ers for road 
purposes 
can 
he largely 
utilized and 
saved.

CONTROL OF RAW MATERIALS 
From the St. Paul Pioneer Press. 


While certain politicians in the Philip­ 
pines are blocking the introduction 
of 
American capital to develop the rubber 
potentialities of the islands, a more en­ 
lightened attitude is shown by the Liber­ 
ian congress, which has just ratified an 
agreem ent by which an American corpor­ 
ation obtains a ninety-nine-y ear lease of 
1,000,000 acres of jungle land adapted to 
rubber culture. 
The 
Firestone 
P lanta­ 
tions Company , already has a plantation 
in Liberia in full production; and it ex­ 
pects that its new leased area, when fully 
developed, will produce 200,000 tons of 
rubber a year. 
As that is equivalent to 
approximately one-half the present an­ 
nual world production it should have a 
considerable influence on world prices. 
The same corporation has a 35,000-acre 
plantation in Mexico and is interested in 
possibilities 
in 
the 
Philippines, South 
America and elsewhere. 
As a temporary protection against the 
use of the Stevenson plan to mulct A m er­ 
ican consumers the $ 40,000,000 buy ers’ 
pool recently formed in this country will 
be useful; but no such pool can give the 
American ruliber industry that independ­ 
ence of foreign price control which comes 
from owning the source of one’s raw 
material. 
A good many large-scale m a n­ 
ufacturers in this country already control 
their product 
“ from farm or forest to 
fireside.” 
Others are being driven by ac­ 
tual or potential foreign price control of 
key materials into extending this princi­ 
ple into other lands and climates. 
At 
least nint^ raw materials on which impor­ 
tant American industries are dependent 
are now controlled bv foreign monopolies.

Editor of Sedalia Demo­

book , “An Unwritten Leaf of the 
War,” 
It was also during the time 
spent in AlexUo that Edwards be­ 
came a favorite with Prince Maxi- 
milan 
and 
his 
wife, 
Caiiotta. 
“Poor C-arlotta” was the subject of 
one 
of 
his 
best-k nown 
editorials 
and appeared in the Kansas City 
Times on Alay 29 , 18 70. 
“Upon his return to Alissouri in 
18 67, Edwards published a number 
of ])ook s, among which was ‘‘Shelby 
and His Alen,” a wonderful tribute 
to 
the 
southern 
leader. 
In 
the 
same year Edwards became a re­ 
porter on the St. Louis Republican. 
The 
following 
year 
he 
and 
Col. 
John C. Aloore established the Kan­ 
sas City Times. He was associated 
with the Times until 18 73, when he 
went to the St. Louis Dispatch, Af­ 
ter a short stay with the Dispatch 
he joined the staff of the St. Louis 
Times. 
‘‘Edwards then decided to go to 
New Mexico and engage in sheep 
raising. 
However, he was dissuad­ 
ed from this plan while visiting in 
Lexington at the home of his fath- 
er-in-iaw, Judge J. S. Plattenburg. 
During this visit he wrote and pub­ 
lished “Noted Gueirillas.” 
‘•Returning 
to 
editorial 
writing, 


Edwards took charge of the Sedalia 
Democrat. Leaving this publication, 
he established the Sedalia Dispatch. 
Its 
life 
was 
brilliant 
but 
short. 
Leaving Sedalia, he went to St. Jo­ 
seph, where he became managing 
editor of the Gazette. 
However, he 
was recalled to the editorial chair 
of the Kansas City Times and held 
this place until his sudden death in 
Jefferson City, Alay 4, 18 8 9 . 
Ed­ 
wards was buried at Dover, AIo. 
“AA'ith a vast storehouse of his­ 
torical and general k nowledge, Ed­ 
wards was 
an 
editorial 
writer 
whose work has been unsurpassed. 
His pen was q uite as mighty as his 
sword. 
It wa.s his policy to write 
nothing but what he held to he the 
truth, 
and 
he 
would 
defend 
his 
statements “to the last ditch.” Ed 
wards possessed an ability to blend 
fact and fancy in 
a way that was 
very charming to the reader.
